Antioch' Grade School Board officials met 
Jan. 22 with Antioch Mayor Michael Haley 
and civil engineer Frank Angelotti to discuss 
differences thay had concerning the village's 
proposed rechannelization of Sequoit Creek. 

After a lengthy meeting laced with heated 
discussion from both bodies of government, 
the village learned that the school board 
would be sending a formal objection to the 
Department of Transortation against the 
proposed rechannelization plans. 

In November, the board of education hired 
Dr. Roy Elmore from Harza Engineering in 
Chicago to study the effects that the village's 
project would have on the school's property. 
The study showed that the creek's capacity 
below the new channel would-be less than 
that above the channel, and also that the 
fastest flow of the creek would be adjacent to 
the new W.C. Petty Grade School, creating a 
hazzard for the children there. 

ACCORDING TO ANGELOTTI, the 

project can be adjusted to equalize the 
capacity of the creek below the channel. 
"The capacity can be equalized by pulling 
the deadfalls out of the existing channel," he 
said. That is something the village's plan will 
include, according to the engineer. 

HTwQOther points t hat the school wished the 
village to consider before going ahead with 
the project as planned, were the increased 
danger near the school and the loss of 
educational value after the project is com- 
pleted. 

"The village did acknowledge that there is 
an increased danger with the project as it is 
stated now. They also thought that no action 
should be taken in regard to this situation," 
Dr. Donald Skidmore Antioch Grade School 



Superintendent said. He also added that the 
fastest rate of water flow occurs on the' 
school's property, and they are concerned, 
about the safety of the children at the school. 

After DOT receives the objections filed by 
the school, they will make a decision on 
whether the project should continue as 
originally proposed or, if adjustments can be 
made to accomodate the school's ap- 
prehensions. 

"It's no secret that the village is unhappy 
with the stance we have taken in this thing, 
but the safety of the children is our reSpbn-. 
sibility," Skidmore said. i 

According to Mayor Haley, the village will 
go ahead with the project as it stands, as 
soon as it is approved ty DOT and other 
agencies. - . ■ '. .

"We started the party by saying that 
nobody would cry, but when he walked in the 
door, I almost did," Mrs. McCann said.
